MEANWHILE a Memorandum First Aid Treatment of Burns, 
issued by the Department of Health for Scotland (obtainable 
from His Majesty’s Stationery Office, 120, George Street, Edin- 
burgh, or York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2; price, 2d.) 
gives the results of a review by a special committee under the 
chairmanship of Sir John Fraser, K.C.V.O., M.C. Here the 
advice for first aiders is tocover burned surfaces with aclean, dry 
sheet or towel, keep the patient warm, and give hot sweet tea but 
no solid food. There follows a list of ‘ do nots’ which include 

Do not remove clothing or expose the burned surface. Do not 
apply any dressing to the burn except those specified above 
(ie. clean dry sheet, towel or cloth) Do not in any circum- 
stances apply oil, grease, flour, soot, baking soda or lysol to the 


burn. Do not give the patient castor oil or any other medicine 
The last sounds an unnecessary precaution but we suppose 


events have proved otherwise. There are special instructions 
to apply sterile soft paraffin to ears, mucous surfaces of mouth 
and lips, and eyelids after cleansing and euflavine 1/1000 for

Closed Injuries 


Che skull, for the purposes of discussion, can be regarded as a 
closed box in which lies the brain—a soft structure containing 
a quantity of fluid, a portion of which can be squeezed out 
Although on casual examination the cranium appears to be 
absolutely rigid it has a limited degree of resilience so that on 


receipt of a blow momentary indentation occurs followed by an 
elastic rebound to normal shape. When the limit of resilience is 
exceeded fracture results frauma producing deformation over 
an area is less likely to lead to a fracture than when the same 
force is applied to a local area, as the force is then so concentrated 
that the skull resilience is easily over-stepped and a localised 
compound fracture with depression is the rule. (This type will 
be considered later under Penetrating Injuries’’). In _ the 
former case, when excessive deformation is produced, a crack, 
or linear fracture results, the extent and direction depending on 
the degree of the force and the line of least resistance or by a 
bursting effect on the less elastic part of the skull, such as the 


base 


The Effects of Force 


The general results of force applied to the brain must now be 
considered. Without any apology for repetition it is necessary 
to state again that this aspect of head injuries is of the greatest 
importance as the damage and its consequences may be so serious 
to the patient. It is obvious that part of the force applied to the 
head is spent in passing through the bone, and part may be 
absorbed by the cerebrospinal fluid, but the remainder (if any) 
is taken by the brain. The exact changes, especially in the 
injuries, which follow are not fully understood and there 
is no method of observing them, but from post-mortem examina- 
tions and experifnental evidence certain points arise. Sudden 
indentation and deformation of the closed skull box with its 
walls. of irregular construction result in a very sharp rise in 
intracranial pressure and, as the brain cannot escape, rapid and 
sudden squeezing ensues. This squeezing can be compensated 
to a limited extent by cerebrospinal fluid being forced along 
nerve sheaths or from the ventricles down into the central spinal 
canal or by the compression of the large venous sinuses. The 
further rise in pressure will then collapse the blood capillaries 
so the supply to the nervous tissue is thereby cut off and function 


lesser 


ceases. 

The immediate common in head injuries 
may be explained in this manner, and support is given to the 
argument by the fact that return to consciousness 1n 
many injuries is quick and complete if the degree of trauma 
is not too great and the time of application relatively brief. In 
these cases the elastic rebound of the skull to normal contour is 
associated with a drop in intracranial pressure and an inflow of 
blood into the capillaries. That this is not the whole story is 
evinced by the slowness of return to consciousness in many 
patients, and by the continuance of undesirable symptoms such 
as drowsiness, irritability, headache and so on, An additional 
factor is that with deformation there must be a similar alteration 
in the shape of the brain causing a relative change in position of 
portion to another, so continuation of the normal—and 
probably continuous—impulses is interrupted. It is known 
from post-mortem examinations performed on patients dying 
from recent and older injuries that many show obvious macros- 
copic damage in the form of oedema, bruising, laceration and 
small and haemorrhages. These lesions, as would be 
expected, are best demonstrated subjacent to the point of 
impact, but they are also seen in distant parts. The force throws 
the brain across the skull so that it comes into forcible contact 
with the opposite wall, producing local bruising and laceration 
(contre-coup injury) and the following rebound effect may in- 
crease the damage. It should be further realized that the interior 
of the skull is divided into a number of compartments by strong 
fibrous septa so that various parts of the brain compressed, 
distorted and displaced are likely to be further damaged by these 
partitions. In addition, large vessels may be opened with con- 
sequent gross haemorrhage. From this description it cannot be

Whereas there is no desire to 
prolong treatment it is best to go forward slowly and allow the 
period of time to be governed by the severity of the injury and the 
rate at which the patient recovers. 


Compression 


Compression.—This is another clinical term and indicates 
that following an injury there is an increasing rise in intracranial 
pressure usually, but not always, due to haemorrhage. The 
bleeding gradually displaces and compresses the brain, inter- 
fering with its function,and, if the process continues unrelieved, 
will lead to an interruption of the work of the vital centres and 
death. In the early stage compensation may be possible by the 
diminution in size of the venous sinuses, but soon the circulation 
will be impeded and irritative symptoms ensue, followed later by 
further vascular compression, anaemia and paralytic signs. The 
symptoms and signs are progressive and naturally will vary with 
the area of the brain primarily involved. In general, headache 


will be complained of, irritability or delirium, drowsiness and 
finally coma. On the motor side, general convulsions may 
occur, or Jacksonian fits, together with rigidity leading on to 
hemiparesis and hemiplegia. The pupils, to begin with, will be 
contracted but later are dilated and inactive Che pulse is 
slow and full but eventually rapid and weak; the breathing is 
slow and deep, but near death shallow and irregular. The 


blood pressure in the early stages rises but later fades away. The 
bleeding may come from any vessel inside the cranium and this 
may be outside the membranes or in between the various layers, 
or in the brain substance or even into the ventricles. It is not 
proposed to enter into a full description of the various types, but 
extradural bleeding will be particularly mentioned. The vessel 
damaged is usually the anterior branch of the middle meningeal 
artery or corresponding vein. Although not a common condition 
It is of great importance, for it is a type of haemorrhage that can 
be treated successfully by surgical means, so that no patient 
should be allowed to die because the condition is left unrecognised. 
Che clinical picture is nearly always fairly clear and a nurse will 
have the opportunity of assisting to make the observations 
necessary for accurate diagnosis. The blow usually applied to the 
temporal region produces a primary unconsciousness from 
concussion, but soon the patient recovers. A period then follows, 
known as ‘ the lucid interval,’ in which the patient appears to be 
normal. This is a dangerous one, lasting a few hours, as the

ORE advanced training in first aid can be 
watching or taking part in competitions 


arranged for individuals and for teams consisting of four 


tirst-aiders working together. 

In a competition the first-aider or team is required to undertake 
the treatment of imaginary accident under conditions which 
are as near to real life as possible. Competitions naturally vary 
in standards of difficulty 


an 


An elementary test is not usually staged. A patient is pro- 
vided suffering from several imaginary injuries. The competitor 
obtains such information as he requires for diagnosis and treat- 
ment by asking questions which are answered by the judge 
Thus the competitor may enquire the history of the accident, 
but the question will be answered by the judge. Similarly, when 
examining a bone, e¢.g., the clavicle, the first-aider may ask if 
there is tenderness, deformity, etc., on the bone. 

Advanced competitions are often elaborately staged, and may 
be organized in collaboration with amateur theatrical companies. 
In this event the patient will be coached so that he himself will 
be able to answer questions as to history, situation of pain, etc., 
and a good amateur artiste can be taught to act the symptoms 
and signs of conditions such as epilepsy and internal haemorrhage. 


Signs in “ Make-up ” 


Physical signs are represented by “ make-up.’’ Thus the 
patient’s face can be made pale and apparently sweating to 
Fractures can be simulated by broken whale- 
bone similar material fixed over the real bone with flesh- 
coloured adhesive plaster. Wounds can be represented by 
coloured plasticine or grease paint, while a few pieces of isinglass 
adherent to the wound may indicate glass. The frothing of the 
mouth of an epileptic can be provided by arranging for another 
artiste, playing the part of a bystander, to insert a small piece 
ef effervescing tooth paste into the patient’s mouth while the 
first-aider’s attention is being distracted.

Injuries have been so realistically staged in competitions that 
members of the audience have been known to ‘aint. There 
remains, of course, a number of physical signs which cannot be 
imitated, e.g., the state of the pulse, etc. Data such as these are 
provided by the judge. 

Other clues to diagnosis must be provided, ¢.g., torn and blood- 
stained clothing to guide the first-aider to the seat of injury— 
broken ladders, etc. 

When a competition is staged by amateur artistes it is often 
possible to provide a realistic ‘‘ set.’ A short play may be acted 
leading up to the accident, and while first aid is in actual progress 
the actors and actresses can still continue to play their respective 
parts, ¢.g., the intelligent bystander, the meddlesome busybody, 
and the over-anxious and perhaps hysterical daughter. 


Prepare for “ Catches” 


First-aiders taking part in advanced competitions must be 
prepared for ‘‘ catches.’’ Thus, in a recent test, the scene was a 
house in the course of construction. A number of bricks fell off 
the scaffold, injuring the architect who was on the ground; the 
team attending to his injuries forgot the danger that more bricks 
might fall, with the result that some well-prepared cardboard 
dummies fell once more from the scaffolding, and this time 
injured the leader of the team, who was then disqualified while 
his own injuries were being treated. 

There are several methods of judging competitions, the 
most popular being the use of a detailed marking sheet. This 
is divided up into sections, e.g., immediate action, diagnbdsis, 
administration, treatment, -etc. Each section is again divided 
into the detailed steps in procedure, for which marks are allotted. 
The method of judging will be understood by studying the mark 
sheet which follows, but various modifications may be intro- 
duced; thus a judge may deduct one or more marks for every

The Colonel sends his butler to the nearest First Aid Post 
for assistance, and a team of four first-aiders soon arrive on the 
scene. 

(2) Instructions to Patient and Cast.—The following are th 
instructions issued to the amateur artistes so that they can prepare 
for the test : 

Warning.—These notes are strictly private, and all artistes 
are asked not to discuss their contents with anyone outside the 
cast. 

Injuries Present.—The patient 
accompanied by arterial haemorrhage. 

Haematemesis (vomiting 
developing later. 

Colonel : To have apoplexy about half-way through the test. 

Make-up of Patients.—The patient : Patient’s face to be made 
pale. Drops of oil to represent sweat. Irregular wound 0 
forehead about size of florin.

Colonel Typical thick-necked ‘ peppery ’ 
‘ good liver,’ with reddish tip to his nose. Rather fat and bloated. 

Instructions to Patient and Cast.—(a) Patient : You are conscious 
and in pain. You are weak and groan occasionally, especially 
if the first-aiders pull your foot downwards. Be prepared to tell 
them where you feel pain. You are ‘ bruised all over,’ but yout 
chief pain is in your right leg and at the back of your chest, 
where swellings have been placed. When the first-aiders touch 
these swellings groan a little more and say, ‘ Oh, it does hurt 
when you touch me there.’ The first-aiders will (should) also 
draw your right foot downwards; this will cause you further pail.
